(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 44-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 325941 . 
The reference discloses polyisocyanates and their reaction with polyester/polyacrylate 

polyols to yield polyurethanes, wherein the polyisocyanates have contents of uretidinedione 
groups and biuret groups that are considered to meet applicants' claims. See entire document, 
especially abstract and examples. 

3 . Within the response of February 25, 2009, applicants have argued that they have 
reviewed the reference, including the examples, and have been unable to find a disclosure of (1) 
a composition comprising at least one trimer having a biuret function and (2) a composition 
comprising at least one uretidinedione isocyanate dimer and at least one trimer having a biuret 
function. Applicants argue that absent such teachings, the reference cannot anticipate the claims. 
In response, firstly, it is noted that applicants' independent claims do not require both of the 
aforementioned compositions (1) and (2); the claims are directed to a composition corresponding 
to only composition (2) above. Accordingly, applicants' statement with respect to what the 
reference is required to disclose is not understood in light of the claims. Secondly, the position is 
taken that applicants have defined trimers as containing isocyanurate and/or biuret units. This 
disclosure is set forth at page 14, lines 35+ of applicants' specification. In view of the alternative 
language, "or", it appears clear that applicants contemplate that biuret groups are trimer groups, 
because no other interpretation of the disclosed language would make sense. For example, if 
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applicants contemplate that the trimers must contain at least isocyanurate groups, then it is 
unclear how to interpret the alternative language. Therefore, the meaning of "trimers" being 
established, the position is taken that the examples of the reference disclose compositions 
containing both uretidinedione groups and biuret trimer groups in amounts that satisfy the 
claims.
